(victim), aged 21,^Riughter of Randolph A. Heffit, 
President of San Francisco Examiner Newspaper, was 
kidnaped at gunpoint from her Berkeley, California, 
apartment by white female and two male Negroes. 

White female indicated she was having car trouble 
and wanted to use telephone. When victim opened door, 
two males, carrying automatic weapons,' fired shots and 
beat one Stephen Weed, victim's fiance, who was visiting 
her. Victim taken away in bathrobe and placed in trunk 
of white vehicle. Neighbor who heard disturbance also 
beaten. 

Although severely beaten, Mr. Weed called Hearst 
residence in Hillsboro, California, and advised sister 
Victoria who in turn notified victim's parents visiting 
in Washington, O. C. (WDC) . Victim's parents notified 
Berkeley Police Department and requested FBI enter case 
at once. 

Subsequently, ASAC John T. Kelly, San Francisco 
Office (SFO) , telephonically advised SFO unaware of any 
ransom demand. ASAC Kelly advised he had conferred with 
Mr. Hearst by telephone at Mayflower Hotel, WDC, who 
gave him full approval for Agents to enter Hearst 
residence and arrange with telephone company monitoring 
of incoming calls.

The prisoner is to be maintained in adequate physical and mental condition, 
and unharmed as long as these conditions are adhered to. Protective 
custody shall be composed of combat and medical units, to safeguard both 
the prisoner and her health. 

All communications from this court MUST be published in full, in all 
newspapers, and all other forms of the media.

To date, there is no definitive indication how many 
other persons may be involved with the SLA. The SLA has claimed 
to be of multi-racial composition, and investigation has indicated 
this apparently is the case.

BACKGItpUNP ; This cofW^ns kidnaping investigatArt^f 
Patricia Campbell Hear^ (victim) , 19-year-old da*ter of 
Randolph A. Hearstf President of San Francisco Examiner News- 
paper, who was abducted at gunpoint from her Berkeley, 
California, apartment evening 2/4/74. Following summarizes 
pertinent investigative activity regarding this major case: 

San Francisco Office (SFO) , advised information received 
2/7/74 , ^ indicates Symbionese Liberation ,A-rmy (SXtA) involved 
in victim's kidr^ping. Information from SLA captioned 
"communique #3"'A(true copy received from SFO) dated 2/4/74, 
in form of warrant, in essence advised that victim would be 
unharmed if all future instructions from SLA are followed. 
Bureau and SFO files indicate previous Communiques No. 1 and 
No. 2 from SLA appear comparable in many respects with 
Communique No. 3, i.e., format, verbiage and idioms. Communi- 
ques No. 1 and No. 2 did, in fact, pertain to 11/6/73, killing 
of Doctor Marcus Foster, Oakland, California, Superintendent 
of Schools, which were sent to various agencies including the 
daily newspaper San Francisco Chronicle. Superintendent Foster 
was believed to have been killed with bullets that had been 
drilled and filled with cyanide.

This case involves the kitoaping of Patricia Hearst 
on 2/4/74, in Berkeley, California. The Laboratory has com- 
pleted preliminary examination^or^the evidence delivered on 
2/7/74, by Special Agent the San Francisco 

Office. Briefly, these follows: 


The box of 9mm hollow-point cartridges recovered in 
the victim’ s apartment were found to contain potassium cyanide 
in the hollow points, held there by a thin layer of paraffin. 

A number of the cartridges bore mechanism marks suggesting they 
had been loaded and extracted from a weapon or weapons. These 
markings are of possible value for comparison with any suspect 
weapons recovered. Such cartridges can be chambered and fired 
in semi-automatic and automatic weapons. }

One of the nylon cords used to tie Benenson and one 
of the cords found in the victim's apartment have loops lashed 
with marline twine over which black plastic tape has been 
wrapped. The nylon cords and marline twine are' identical and one 
end of the tape from the 'Benenson cord was matched to one end 
of the cord from the victim’s apartment. The other cords 
recovered from ‘Benenson and from the apartment are different; 
however, these cords also have lashed loops which are taped 
and one was found to have a stevedore knot tied at one end . 


The lashed loops, the marline twine and the stevedore 
knot suggest a background or association with the maritime trade 
or industry. ^ ^^ 15^00 - 


The strips of fabric used to bind Benenson were torn 
from a bed sheet. The torn edges are suitable for' matching to 
the remaining portion of this sheet should it be recovered.

It is the order of this court that the subject be arrested by combat units 
and removed to a protective area of safety and only upon completion of this 
condition to notify Unit #4 to give communication of this action. 

It is the directive of this court that during this action ONLY, no civilian 
elements be harmed if possible, and that warning shots be given. However, 
if any citizens attempt to aid the authorities or intefsre v;ith the 
implementation of this order, they shall be executed immediately. 

This court hereby notifies the public and directs all combat units in the 
future to shoot to kill any civilian who attempts to witness or intefere 
with any operation conducted by the people’s forces against the fascist 
state. 

Should any attempt be made by authorities to rescue the prisoner, or to 
arrest or harm any S.L.A. elements, the prisoner is to be executed. 

The prisoner is to be maintained in adequate physical and mental condition, 
and unharmed as long as these conditions are adhered to. Protective 
custody shall be composed of combat and medical units, to safeguard both 
the prisoner and her health. 

All communications from this court MOST be published in full, in all 
nev/spapers, and all other foms of the media. Failure to do so will 
endanger the safety of the prisoner. 

Further communications will follow.

The FBI Laboratory has examined the 25-9mm cartridges 
found in the victim's apartment. These cartridges were appar- 
ently dropped by the abductors during the scuffle in the 
apartment since the victim's fiance Steven Weed stated he never 
saw the ammunition before and is certain there was no ammunition 
in the apartment prior to the kidnaping. The FBI Laboratory 
advised that a number of these cartridges bear mechanism 
marks which suggest they have been loaded and extracted ^ from 
a weapon. These marks are of possible value for comparison 
and identification with suspect weapons.

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This is being furnished in answer to the Director's 
inquiry regarding the 9 millimeter jacketed bullets which were 
found in the. victim's apartment. On 2/5/74, in the first 
search by SAs of the FBI of the victim's apartment which 
is apartment #4, 2603 Benvenue, Berkeley, California, a box 
which contained 25 cartridges of 9 millimeter caliber, Parabellum 
(Luger) was located. 


It is noted that the victim’s apartment was previously 
searched on 2/4/74, by the Berkeley Police Department (BPD) . 

In the search by our Agents, the box of cartridges was located 
underneath a bookcase. ASAC John Kelly, San Francisco, who 
has seen the victim's apartment, advised that the box of 
cartridges could easily have fallen from one of the abductor's 
pockets when he reached down near the bookcase to pick up 
the wine bottle which was used to strike Weed. The cartridges 
could also have been kicked underneath the bookcase in the 
scuffle in the victim's apartment and not located in the 
first search' by the BPD. 


These cartridges were apparently dropped by the

the children and the life of the people.” 

Specifically# the letter complained of a school identity card 
system# of cooperation among police, probation officers and school 
officials, and of the planned creation of a school system police 
vinit. Issues which have been loudly vocalized by a radical Oakland 
organization, the Coalition to Save Our Schools (CSOS) which 
includes former members of the Venceremos Organization (VO). 

Note: The Venceremos Organization (VO), was a splinter group 
of the Revolutionary Union (RU) and the most violent of the 
Maoist communist groups operating in the United States from 
1971 until it began to disintegrate in the spring of 1973# 
a process that appeared complete by September, The VO 
openly called for the overthrow of the U.S, government 
and advocated the use of weapons for "self-defense" against 
’‘repression." Several :-.er;ibusrs or fomier luembers of VO 
have been indicted or convicted for participation In the 
escape of convict Ronald Beaty from Chino Prison in 1972. 

A guard was killed in that eunbush-escape . It Is considered 
of some significance that SLA appears to have emerged in 
August, 1973 # and that another self-styled Bay area 
terrorist group# the August 7th. Guerrilla Movement also 
developed at the time that Bay area members of VO ceased 
‘ their overt operations. 


The SLA letter of 11/6/73 vas mailed in an envelope bearing an 
6^ Revolutionary War Bicentennial commemorative stamp with the slogan 
"Rise the Spirit of Independence." As a cover to its three pages of 
text was a photocopied drawing of a colled seven -headed cobra, similar 
to the part-serpent, part -human "naga" of Hindu and Buddhist mythology. 
(A similar design appeared on the I 96 T record album by Jlmi Hendrix, 
Axis: Bold qe Love. )

An address some five blocks from the Oakland School District offices, 
outside which, Dr. Foster was killed. Irfitnesses soy that, at this tii-e, 
a woman resembling Nancy Linr. Perry rented the apartment in the name 
of I^nn Ledworth, paying the rent by money order. Besidents of the 
apartment house have also tentativly Identified Joe Remlro as having 
been seen in the building. 

Infoimed speculation suggests that the RTA mnint.Ainert snme form 
of Burvp^'^'^«ucp on their victims prior to the attack , mounted their 
assault' from tbe rented apartment and returned there, on foot, after 
the murder to hide out, possibly for as long as three weeks.

An analysis of the language of the first SIA letter was made by 
Dr.S.l. Hayakava, nationally recognized eemanticlst and retired 
president of San Francisco State University^ who characterized it 
as the work of a "high grade intellect, devoted to revolutionary 
Ideology" in an Oakland Tribune article, 11/12/73* 

Dr .Hayakawa' s report continued, " It is an articulate letter. The 
gramicar and spelling are faultless, and the use of 'legal habit' is 
also interesting ... This type of exx^ressirn ir a direct continuation 
of the sanie prD^agnnda froiii the late liZ-O'r.*' The Oakland Tribune 
continued, "Dr.Hayakawa categorized the letter and the slaying of 
Dr. Foster as *the kind of destruction ainied towards society by the 
SDG (Students for a Democratic Society) and the Weathermen.’ In the 
letter were references to details about the pasts of both men ... 

'Ube use of these details,' said Hayakawa, 'would seem to Indicate a 
determined effort at premediation.' The letter also refers frequently 
to the 'Black, Cbicano, Aslan and conscious White youth.' Dr.Hayakawa 
said the repeated phrase helps explain the use of the word 'Symbionese' 
on the letterhead. 'They appear to have used symbiosis as the root 
word. Symhiosis means the partnership of dissimilar groups for their 
mutual benefit.' " ' 


THE CAPTURE 

Despite massive investigative efforts, , the klUiog of Dr. 
Marcus Foster remained unsolved until January 10, 197^ when, suddenly 

and by chance, the case broke. At about 1.20 am on that date, Sgt.

At he did so, lie was fired oti by one or both of the 
vans occupants, subsequently Identified dussell J. Little and 
Joseph H. Pemiro. 

The shots missed Duge but shattered the windshield of the 
patrol car, he returned the fire and was able to arrest Little, 
who was slightly wounded in the shoulder, a few blocks away In the 
van. Four hours later, Pemiro, armed with a . 3 ^ Walther semiautomatic 
pistol, but offering no further resistance, was arrested In a yard near 
Ayers Road and Sutherland Way by Officer Jim Alcorn. 

A search of the van, which was registered to a Nancy Devoto, 

36^6 Whittle Avenue, Oakland resulted In the discovery of some 
2,000 SLA leaflets printed in English, Spanish, Chinese and 
Swahili; a .38 Colt revolver, a pistol and a carton of tools.

with intent to murder Sgt.Duge; bail was set at $2^0,000 each, and, 
as a security measure, they were quickly transferred from Contra Costa 
County Jail to San Quentin state prison.

In 1967, Nancy Ling married Gilbert Scott Perry, a Negro musician 
from whom she separated in February, 1973 and has worked as a topless 
blackjack dealer in a San Francisco night club and as a counter-hand 
at a "Fruity Rudy" Juice stand in Berkeley . The Wner of the Juice 
stand has stated that Nancy Ling Perry worked there until Aug^,

Investigations have established that in August, 1973j 
Nancy Ling Ferry , using the name of I>»«Qtn rented 1^60 Sutherland 

Court, Clayton, and that since that dfcte the home was used as a SIA 
armory, bomb-factory and headquarters . 

According to the property owner, Ken Horner, of Rath Realty, 
Concord a security deposit ($100) and a month's rent ($500) was 
paid. by Nancy Devoto in August by money orders. Bbmer states that 
the money orders were from "an Eastern U.S., probably a New York city 
bank.” Subsequent rental payments have been made, up to January 2,197^ 
by money orders or cash. References listed by Nancy Devoto were 
George Ling, her brother , of 3^56 Whittle Avenue and an Andrew 
Botsford (a "friend of a friend") of Quoque, New York. 

The $31,000 house, located in the C'inter of a block in ? 
cul-de-sac is a three bedroom, two bnthiM;,, hom.-, and was lived in, 
according to neighhors, by George and Nancy Devoto. Reports do not 
indicate other occupants and there was no telephone.Ne ichors have 
identified George Devoto as Russell Little, state that both the 
Devoto 's had "Uew York accents," and were unemployed.

Gasoline from a five gallon container vas s^jlashed onto floors and vails ^ 
and black povder was scattered on the floor. At 6.21 the Concord Fire 
Department vas called by local residents, their pronqpt response prevented 
an explosion, confined damage to the •t>10,000 area, and preserved 
considerable evidence of the SLA's occupancy. 

According to neighbors, as smoke vas first seen in the bouse, 

Nancy Devoto vith one, perhaps three other people, left in a Buick 
Riviera. The car vas heavily laden and vas being driven at speed. 

The. registration of this car has been traced to a VllliaiD "ViUle" 

Volfe, h6l6 Rond Street, Oakland (Remiro's Oakland address) vbo 
has also been associated with the UPU and visited Fblsom prison with 
Little on his visits to Clifford Jefferson. 

FoUovlng the fire, the Sutherland Court house vas searched, 
materials found included several pounds of pottasslum cyanide, . 
bullets packed vith cyanide, pipe bombs, explosives, aramunltlon 
cartons for 12 gauge shotguns and .306 rifles, two boxes of 
Bimminition, parts of disriantled veapons an:; stock for carbines. 

There was also evidence in the house that the BLA had new 
Lafayette walkie-talkies, vildemess maps for adjoining counties 
and the Grand ^'etons, and maps of the Oakland area, marked up to 
Indicate possible escape routes in, and from the city. 

Also found in the house was a list of California prison 
officials and their wives marked for assassination, together with 
a record iadicatiog that some form of surve illance on some of these, 
pe ople had been m aintai ned . 

The house also contained the original of the SIA communique 
announcing the "execution" of Or. Foe ter, a SLA communique not sent 
to the media and press clippings relating to the claim made by the

A search warrant issued for 5931? *^ibot (Little's residence) 
was executed and produced hundreds of rounds of pistol and rifle 
ammunition, a lH. rifle, two typewriters, au electric hand drill and 
28 separate drill bits, pairs of boots, j-u;k’.-ts, a box of papers 
and four posters. 

The search of Ii6l6 Bond Street produced various papers, 
several typewriters, a printing press, other printing devices 
and SLA literature. 

Rvam l nation of the physical evidence, including the Walther 
automatic, linked both Remlro and Little with Dr, Poster’s 
murder, and provided the basis on which they have been charged. 

Evidence was also found that Indicated that the SIA were 
planning to finance themselves by veil organized burglaries, 
and may have already commenced this operation. 
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PresB reports have linked several people from the Oakland 
radical community with the Investigation.

"I believe that whenever people are confronted with oppress ion, a ka rv a 
starvation and the death of their freedom that they want to fight . . .there 
has never been a precedent for a non-violent revolution ... 

"All members of the SLA. recognize that we, right here in Amerikka 
are in a state of war and that In a state of war all must be armed 
and understand the true meauing of self-defeDse."

lea tret that naa ceen tac^ea on a teiepnone pole in the 1400 
block of Telegraph Avenue in Berkeley, California, entitled 
"Who's The Real Killers?", a photostat of which is set 
forth: 
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In the early morning hours of January 10^ 1974, 
Sergeant D. Duge of the Concord, California, Police 
Department stopped a 1965 Chevrolet, red colored van, . 
California license 806 GUD, registered to a Nancy Gale 
Ling and driven by Russell J. Little with passenqer Joseph 
Michael Remiro. Little was in possession of a drivers 
license in the name of Robert James Scalise, The van was 
stopped near the intersection of Sutherland Drive and Ayers 
Road in Contra Costa County, California. The Concord Police 
Department also services the adjoining municipality of 
Clayton and in this general area there are some streets that 
are in the unincorporated area of Clayton Valley. Sergeant 
Duge questioned the driver of the van as to their destination 
and received an answer that they were attempting to find 
the home of one Devoto on Sutherland Court. 

Duge checked with control and was advised that 
the cross street index showed no listing of a Devoto on 
Sutherland Court. The officer reapproached the van and 
Remiro exited from the passenaer side of the van and there- 
after fired two shots at the officer. The officer retreated 
and there was a further exchange of shots. Remiro fled on 
foot and Little drove off in the van but was stopped a short 
distance away by another Concord police officer. Upon arrest 
it was discovered that Little had been grazed in the 
shoulder area by a bullet. 27 Smith and Wesson .38 special 
cartridges were taken from his jacket and a .38 Detective 
Special was on the top of the vehicle’s internal engine 
cover between the seats. 

Some four hours later Remiro was arrested on foot 
in a driveway at 5076 Sutherland Drive, Contra Costa County. 
He was still in possession of a Walther 9 mm. automatic. 

Model PP, serial number 444358. At the scene of the shooting 
.380 super vel casina was found. The van v/as also found 
to contain a rifle and a lajrge nximber of SLA pamphlets 
bearing the SLA seven headed cobra insignia on the first 
page. Ballistic examination has ascertained that the ,380 
in Remiro’s possession was .the gun used to kill Marcus 
Foster and firearms records indicate the weapon was purchased 
by Remiro. 
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No positive information had been developed 
concerning the make-up of the SLA or the possible identity 
of the slayers since the execution of Marcus Foster, Oakland, 
California, Superintendent of Schools and the shooting of 
his assistant Robert Blackburn on November 6, 1973, until 
Little and Remiro were apprehended by the Concord Police 
Department in Contra Costa County, California, on January 10, 
1974, 

Since that time intensive investigation has been 
conducted by the OPD, the District Attorney *s Office of 
Alameda County, California, and Contra Costa County 
officials. Searches under warrants have been conducted on 
two residences in Contra Costa County and six in Oakland, 
California, but by far the most productive was the search at 
1560 Sutherland Court, Clayton, California, After the 
apprehension of Little and Remiro officers spurred by the 
discovery of the large amount of SLA literature in the vem 
were searching for a residence of a Devoto on Sutherland 
Court area of Clayton, California, A police car was in the 
vicinity when it noticed smoke coming from the home at 1560 
Sutherland Court. A radio call was immediately made to the 
fire department which arrived in four minutes and extinguished 
a gasoline set fire in three minutes. Search of the premises 
thereafter indicated that the occupants had splashed about 
a gallon of gasoline in the interior of the house and then 
left the remainder of the four gallons in a five gallon can 
expecting to start a fire that would destroy the residence. 
Neighbors in that vicinity who have since been interviewed 
have identified the occupants of the house as being Nancy 
Ling Perry, nee Ling, a young Caucasian female, and Russell 
J. Little, who were living under the name of Devoto. These 
people also reported that Ling, along with an unknown male, 
had left the residence in a heavily loaded car minutes 
before the fire was discovered and extinguished. 

Source pointed out that Marcus Foster had been 
shot eight times with a ,380 and the gun found in the 
possession of Remiro was the gun used in the Foster execu- 
tion, Foster's assistant, Robert Blackburn, who was only 
injured, was shot with ,00 buck and witli one bullet from a 
.38 caliber Rossi. The bullets used to kill Foster contained 
potassium cyanide. 

The search at Sutherland Court disclosed a cache 
of cunmunition that had been drilled and filled with potassium 
cyanide; ammunition including .380 and .38 caliber cart- 
ridges. .00 buckshot was also located in the house. Among. 







.Syr-BIONESE LIBERATION ARTJy - 
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the large supply of notes, urban guerrilla warfare manuals, 
was found a drawing of the Oakland School District Office 
and the courtyard of the building where Foster and Blackburn 
were shot. This drawing also contained a direction of 
flight. The occupants of this house had also kept a clipping 
file on Marcus Foster, had maintained newspaper reports 
concerning police on the campus and the possibility of 
students being required to carry identification cards. 

Source explained that this was undoubtedly what the SLA was 
referring to as biodossiers in their communique. 

Search at the site also uncovered two pipe bombs, 
a molotov cocktail and a bomb fashioned from an aerosol can. 

The occupants of the house undoubtedly had other 
operations in mind. Notes indicate that they have maintained 
surveillances on certain persons and homes. Three SLA 
communiques, unnumbered and undated and apparently never 
mailed indicated the group was considering the kidnap for 
ransom and in the event of failure of payment of ransom, the 
execution of three prominent executives in the San Francisco - 
Oakland Bay Area. These individuals and the companies they 
work for have been notified and the pertinent police depart- 
ments are also aware. Little and Remiro remain in temporary 
custody at San Quentin Penitentiary, Marin County, California, 
being held for Contra Costa County officials for attempted 
murder and assault of a police officer. They are due for a 
prelimina^ hearing January 25, 1974. Remiro has been 
charged with the murder of Marcus Foster by Alameda County 
and is due for an arraignment in Oakland, California, on 
January 28, 1974, An attempt will be made for an early 
preliminary hearing for Remiro and Alameda County also 
expects to charge Russell Little in tlie murder of Foster, 

Nancy Ling Perry, presently a fugitive, has to date only 
been charged with arson by Contra Costa County and a $200,000,00 
bond has been recommended. There is no indication that Ling 
has departed the San Francisco - Oakland Bay Area aiid during 
the last weekend she directed a letter to newspapers 
admitting the arson. This letter is undoubtedly authentic. 

The remainder of the searches did not reveal any 
further SLA material but it was discovered that Apartment #2, 
1621 Seventh Avenue, some six- tenths of a mile from the 
Oakland School District Office where Foster was killed, was 
probably used as a haven for the murderers after tlie shooting. 
This apartment, which was very sparsely furnished, was rented 
by a white female under the name of Lynn Ledworth. One 
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source at the address identified Ledworth as identical to 
Nancy Ling Perry and Russell Little's fingerprints have been 
found in the apartinent. The apartment was in the direction 
of the line of fl ight appearing in the diagram of the 
ambush slaying. 

A confidential source has also advised that as 
63rly as March, 1973, Russell Little was in possession of a 
.38 caliber Rossi. 

No guns were located during the search at 1560 
Sutherland Court and it is believed that Ling succeeded in 
removing weapons from the house, along with the typewriter 
that probably typed the SLA communiques. 

Concerning the possibility that the SLA is identical 
with the August Seventh Guerrilla Movement (ASGM) , which 
has taken credit for the shooting down of the Oakland police 
helicopter on October 2, 1973, source noted that the photo- 
graph of the two officers killed in the helicopter was 
prominently displayed on the walls of 1560 Sutherland Court. 

In addition, an Oakland cab driver, Joel Preston, who was 
apparently held up by the ASGM in Berkeley, California, 
after viewing photograph of Nancy Lina Perry stated he 
would not discount the fact that she may be identical with 
the female used as a decoy in his burglary. The SLA in the 
communiques that were not mailed did make reference to the 
demands of "our comrades in arm", the August Seventh 
Guerrilla forces, but there is absolutely no other evidence 
at present connecting the SLA and the ASGM and no ASGM 
material was discovered in any of the searches. Source 
also made available a photostat of the cover and one page 
leaflet found in the Chevrolet van on January 10, 1974. 

The photostat, which is hereinafter set forth, is black and 
white while the pamphlets in the van were run off in color.

Nancy Linq Perry is a young Caucasian fsDale who 
was born and graduated from high school in Santa Rosa, 
California. Nancy Ling Perry attended the University of 
California, Berkeley, California, majoring in English and 
later did some graduate work in chemistry. She is married 
to a black, Gilbert Perry, but has not lived with him for 
sometime. Ling is last known to have work.ed at an orange 
juice stand near the Sather Gate at the University of 
California, Berkeley, 

Joseph Michael P.emiro is a native of San Francisco. 
He served in the U, E, Army in Vietnam and after his dis- 
charge became active in the Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War (WAW) and the former Venceremos Organization (VO) . 

Russell J. Little is from Florida, apparently 
arriving in the San Francisco area along with his girl friend 
^ ' Robyn Sue Steiner in 1971. 

Intensive investigation has been centered around 
some fifteen residences in the bay area of California that 
have been occupied by Remiro, Nancy Linq Perry, Little or 
contacts of the three. For the most part it appears that 
people residing or who have resided in those residences have 
been associated with the former VO or the WAW and have also 
been in contact or regularly visited convicts in the 
California Penal System. 


Source pointed out tiiat an examination of the notes 
and literature of the SlJv from tiie Clayton address indicates 
that tlic aroup, perhaps in fantasy, had dra\\m up very 
elaborate oraanizational plans l^ut no information to date 
j'.as been developed to the effect that the SLA consists of 
more than the three persons presently involved or utilized 
any of tlic houses other than the Sutherland Court address 
in Clavton or the apartment near the Oakland School District 
office. However, intensive investigation is continuing to 
determine if any of the contacts of the three persons involved 
mioht have been part of a conspiracy to murder.

Source pointed out that the bio-dossiers mentioned 
in SLA communiques is merely the rhetoric used by opponents 
of tlie suggestion that Oakland school students be obliged to 
carry an identification card in order that non-students could 
be easily identified and removed from school premises. Source 
explained that the opponents to the identification card and 
the presence of police on the campus have simply alleged 
that the police intend to obtain biograpJiic data from all 
students and enter it into the police and FBI computer systems 

Source also pointed out tliat the Tyrone Guyton 
mentioned by the SLA in their SLA Communique ill is a 14 year 
old black youtt who was shot and killed on November 1, 1973, 
the Emeryville, California, Police Department, but was 
fleeing officers in a stolen car and officers alleged he was 
shot after he pointed what appeared to be a firearm at them,

Formed in December » 1970, the Vencercmos 
Organization (VO) , also known as Venceremos, 
is a militant Marxist-Leninist-Haoist 
organization composed of third world and 
white revolutionaries operating in the San 
Francisco Peninsula area. The publicly 
stated goal of the VO is to build a united 
front against the imperialist United States 
leading to the overthrow of the United 
States Government by force and violence, armed 
struggle, and urban guerrilla warfare. The 
VO has publicly stated that all members must 
know how to operate and service weapons and 
have weapons available. 

Vietnam Veterans Against the V?ar - Winter 
Soldier Organization (WAWA^SO) was 
organized in New York City in 1967 as an 
organization of Vietnam Veterans to protest 
the American involvement in the war in 
Southeast Asia. WAVJ/WSO engaged in various 
protest activities but during late 1971 
demonstrated increasing militancy, culminating 
in December, 1971, with WAW/WSO teikeover of 
various TUnerican landmarks and public 
buildings. During July, 1972, WAW/WSO 
leaders and members were indicted by a Federal 
Grand Jury, Tallahassee, for violation of 
Federal statutes, including conspiracy to 
riot during Republican National Convention 
August, 1972; A Federal Jury on August 31, 

1973, acquitted all defendants of the above 
charge. WAW/I'/SO is currently headquartered 
A in Chicago , Illinois.

The January 25, 1974, edition of the "San Francisco 
Chronicle", a daily newspaper reported the Contra Costa

On December 5, 1973, The FDI Laboratory reported 
that the typing on SLA communiques 1 and 2 correspond to 
Laboratory standards for a Royal pica, space ten to the inch, 
and is different from the typing in the ASGN matter. The 
watermark "Millers Falls EZerase" appears on the sheets 
containing the drawings of the seven headed cobra in the 
above communiques. The watermark is registered to 
Millers Falls Paper Company, Hill Road, Millers Falls, 
Massachusetts, The Laboratory advised that the photocopies 
were prepared using a direct electrostatic copying process. 

It was not possible to determine the brand. Several 
manufacturers, including Xerox and Remington, use this 
method. On December 17, 1973, the FBI Laboratory further 
advised tliat because of the indistinct nature and alteration 
of the size of type it was not possible to determine the 
make of typewriter used in the leaflet "^'/ho*s The Real 
Killer" but it does resemble Laboratory standards for a 
Smith-Corona style of type, , . 

On December 17, 1973, the Identification 
Division of the FBI advised that ten latents had been 
developed in the SLA matter. Two appeared on the cobra 
drawina of the communiques directed to KPFA, four on the 
first paae of the letter to KPFA, two on the second page 
of the letter to KPFA and two on the envelope addressed to 
"The Black Scholar" , 

On January 18, 1974, tiie Identification Division 
reported that the latents were not identical to the prints 
of Joseph Michael Remiro, born September 11, 1946, at San 
Francisco, FBI Number 174 285G.

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This morning I briefed Mr. Kelley on the 
latest developments concerning the kidnaping of Patricia 
Campbell Hearst . 




On February 12, 1974, a second letter from the 
Symbionese Liberation Army (SLA) for Randolph Hearst, father 
of victim, was delivered to Berkeley Radio Station KPFA. 

A tape cassette accompanied this letter and contained the 
voice of what appears to be a. Negro male identifying 
himself as "Cinque," a person with two children, plus the 
voice of a young girl identified by relatives as that of the 
victim. I pointed out to Mr. Kelley in the investigation 
entitled "Donald David DeFreeze, aka - Fugitive, UFAP - Escape; 
Possessing a Homemade Bomb; Receiving Stolen Property; Robbery; 
Assault with Force," DeFreeze, who is known to be affiliated 
with the SLA, is known as "Cinque." I further advised 
Mr. Kelley that records indicate DeFreeze actually has 
three children and three stepchildren. Investigation is 
continuing to further attempt to identify the male voice 
on the tape as being that of DeFreeze.

The following is a review of the cassette recording 
received at radio station KPFA 2/12/74, with the letter from SLA: 

The first male voice identified himself as a Black 
man who holds the rank of General Field Marshal in the United 
Federated Forces in the SLA. This individual states that the 
SLA has arrested the siibject for the crimes committed by her 
mother and father against oppressed people in the United States. 
Emphasis is made of the fact that the victim's mother is a member 
of the University of California Board of Regents and that she 
along with others appointed by Governor Ronald Reagan are responsi 
ble for investing tax monies in giant American corporations which 
gain profits from the oppression, robbery, and murder committed 
against Black people in South Africa, against white people in 
Ireland and against the freedom of the Philippine people. For 
these reasons, the Hearst family is held accountable for these 
crimes and are regarded as enemies of the people. This individual 
directs that before any form of negotiations for the release of 
the subject prisoner be initiated, that an act of good faith be 
shown on the part of the Hearst family. This gesture is to be 
in the form of food to the needy and unemployed.

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This individual indicates he is quite willing to 
carry out the execution of the victim in this case to save the 
lives of starving men^ women and children of every race. 

The second voice, identified as the victim's voice by 
victim’s cousin and brother-in-law, then began with a statement 
that she was okay. The victim states she has a cold but is 
being given pills and is not being starved or beaten or 
necessarily frightened. She is kept blindfolded but not gagged 
and indicates that she is not terrified. She indicates that 
the only way she can be released is through acceptance by her 
family of the SLA's demands. She urges her father to insure that 
no action is taken that would jeopardize her life by having police, 
FBI or other law enforcement authorities "charging in" . 

She indicates that she is a prisoner of war as are the 
two men in San Quentin. She indicates that her father is being 
told this so that he will understand why she was kidnaped and that 
he will also understand that what happens to the two prisoners 
is going to happen to her. She tells her father that if he can 
get the "food thing" organized before the 19th, it will speed 
up her release. She states that this message is being prepared 
on Friday the 8th. 

A male voice, possibly the same as the first, inter- 
rupts the victim to state that she is not going to be harmed in 
any manner unless attempts are made to release her by force. 

He states her confinement is related to "our captured soldiers" 
and their being held at San Quentin. After outlining victim's 
status under "the terms of war", he advises that no continuous 
flow of communications can be established . for security reasons.

members or sympathizers o^tnis group and suspected of being 
involved in kidnaping and killings on behalf of the SLA. In 
a second communication on 2/12/74,, an individual who identified 
himself as the United Field Marshal of the SUi stated that his 
name was "CYNQUE" and information available indicates that this 
is OONALD DAVID D£ FREEZE. This information is not known at this 
time outside law enforcement and should not be the subject matter 
of any interviews conducted during the fugitive investigation. 

Little is known of the SLA, the organization first 
coming to the attention of law enforcement on 11/6/73, when 
they took credit for the killing of Oakland Superintendent of 
Schools MARCUS FOSTER, a black man. Also shot and seriously 
wounded was Deputy Superintendent ROBERT BLACKBURN i The group 
alleges that its membership is made up of blacks, Chicanos, 
Asians, and conscious tahites. The sy^ol of the group ie the 
seven-headed cobra below which are the initials S.L.A. Tlte 
group appears to be made up of combat units or cells which are 
backed up by medical, intelligence, propaganda, and provisional' 
units. The group has what they call the Court of the People 
where they find individuals guilty and thereafter issue death 
warrants or in the case of PATRICIA HEARST, she was kidnaped as 
a prisoner of war. The group as a trademark drills out its 
ammunition and fills it with potassiuiii cyanide. They are in 
possession of pipe bombs, molotov cocktails, and heavy v:eapons.

A review of the ihernbershlp and suspected membership 
indicates that the group includes former members of the 
Venceremos Organization (VO) , Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
(WAW) , black militants from the California Prison System and 
persons not previously coming to the attention of police 
agencies who are sympathetic to problems of the prison 
population. For investigative assistance, the VO reportedly 
has had a central telephone number which is manned 24 hours 
a day. When police arrive at members' residence, residents 
are generally found to be armed. A telephone call is made to 
the 24 hour number and a short time later other members respond 
to harrass police officers.
